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DEATH OF IRVING-BISHOP. 


THE LATE IRVING BISHOP, 


whose sudden death has led to such an awkward com- 

lication in New York, is sketched by Mr. Harry 

‘urniss as he appeared in his latest ** Thought- 
reading ” entertainment at St. James’s Hall. Mr. 
Irving Bishop was one of those publie performers 
whom Mr. Henry Labouchere, MP., has soundly 
trounced in the pages of Truth. Не was a man of 
nervous organisation, possessed of a native agility of 
mind that might have assured for him success in a 
less unconventional career than that of an assumed 
6 Thought-Reader.” Irving Bishop is said to have 

DIED OF CATALEPSY 

at the Lambs’ Club, New York, on Monday, May 13. 
Mr. Bi:hop attended an entertainment at theclub on 
the Sunday evening, and while he was attempting to 
name а word of which a gentleman present had 
thought, he was taken with hysterical catalepsy. Ho 
was immediately put to bed and soon recovered, and 
resumed his ‘‘ thought-reading’’ experiments. While 
so engaged at four o'clock on the Monday morning 
he was again seized with spasms, and, in spite of the 
application of electric batteries, gradually sank until 
noon, when he is said to have expired. 

‘The mother, equally with the wife, insists that Mr. 
Irving Bishop was 

DISSECTED WHILE ALIVE, 
but unable to speak or move. The mother tells a 
story of her own early life to corroborate this theory. 
She says:—‘‘I am subject to the same cataleptic 
trances, in which my boy often fell. One can hear 
and see everything, but both speech and movement 
are paralysed. Some years ago I was in a trance for 
six days, and I saw the arrangements being made for 
my burial. Only my brother’s determined resistance 
prevented them from embalming me, and I lay there 
and heard it all. On the seventh day I came to 
myself, but the agony I endured left its mark for 
‘ever. 
A CORONER’S INQUIRY 

was, on May 17, opened in New York, to ascertain 
whether Mr. Bishop died in consequence of a 
cataleptic seizure or 
under the dissecting- 
knife. In the mean- 
time, the physicians 
who conducted the 
autopsy — including 
Mr. Irwin, formerly 
of the Royal Free 
Hospital in London— 
have been admitted to 
bail. Ihe counsel who 
appeared for the 
widow of the deceased 
at the inguest con- 
tended that, even if 
no crime had been 
committed, it was а 
misdemeanour to make 
a post-mortem ex- 
amination without the 
,Coroner's consent. Mr. 
Bishop’s coffin - plate 
is eugraved, by his 
mother’s orders, with 
“ murdered,” instead 
of ‘* died." 

THE NEW YORK 
Correspondent of the 
Daily News ** wired ” 
on Sunday that the 
undertakers who took 
charge of the body 
after death say that 
there is no doubt 
whatever tliat he was 
dead, for when they 
тешоуед the body 


they observed the usual evidences of décomposition, 
and in а very marked degree. They placed it in an 
ordinary airtight box, where it remained till the 
autopsy. It would have been impossible for anyone 
to remain alive in the box. Dr. Robertson, a well- 
known New York physician, who frequently attended 
Mr. Irving Bishop in his former illness, says that air 
is as necessary to a man in a trance as at any other 
time, and that if Mr. Bishop was in a trance or fit 
when put into the box he must have been suffocated. 


THE *ZOO" GOLDEN EAGLE. 


А FINE adult male golden eagle, which is now to 
be seen in the Zoological Gardens, was, says the 
Field, recently captured in а remarkable manner by 
Mr. Alexander Shaw, farmer, of Oldtown, Strath- 
errick, on the estate of Captain Fraser, of Катта те. 
It appears that as Mr. Shaw was going round among 
his sheep, about four o'clock in the afternoon, he 
came on two golden eagles пелг the edge of a birch- 
wood. They were lying on their sides, and at first 
sight he thought they had been trapped, but on 
closer examination he found they were engaged in a 
desperate combat with each other, and had got their 
talons so closely locked together that he approached 
and placed his feet on them, and, holding one of the 
birds by the wings, managed to secure it. He made 
an effort to retain the second bird, but it succeeded 
in making its escape. 

Mr. Shaw stuck gallantly to the one bird, and 
holding it firmly by the wings made for the nearest 
farmhouse, where a bag was thrown over its head, 
and it was secured. Mr. Shaw fortunately escaped 
without.any iujury, although the bird frequently 
struck at him. Mr. Thomas G. Henderson, of In- 
verness, purchased the bird, and forwarded it to the 
Zoological Gardens, where it arrived in excellent 
plumage and condition. 


THE MAYBRICK MYSTERY. 
PROCEEDINGS were taken by the police on Saturday 
last against Mrs. Maybrick, the young widow of a 
Liverpool merchant. Mrs. Maybrick is charged with 
having administered poison to her husband, who died 
suddenly. A Magistrate, with legaland medical gentle- 
men, went to her house on Saturday, and, the nature 
of the case having been stated in her presence by 
Superiutendent Dryning, а remand till next Monday 
was grauted. The accused was in bed at the time, 
but she was subsequently removed to Kirkdale Jail, 
accompanied by the professional nurse who had been 
attending her. Тһе unhappy lady was extremely 
pale and haggard, but exhibited no emotion when 
charged. 


A GREAT AUTHORITY ON VACCINATION, Mr. 
John Badcock recently died at a ripe old age at 
Kennington.
